$1,825.50 of the above is for Highway Trunk Line construc- 
tion which your Board thought it unadvisable to expend at 
this time. The same amount this year, if the Federal Aid 
Highway Bill is passed, will give us $7,302.00 for Trunk Line 
construction. 

The Committee on the Memorial Tablet, consisting of Henry 
O. Smith and George F. Blood in addition to the Selectmen, 
after looking for a suitable boulder, finally selected one, in 
the field of Henry C. Brown, estimated to weigh 14 ton. The 
foundation was put in 5 feet deep of stone and cement, but 
we were unable to get it in place till late in the year. With a 
little cementing and grading the coming spring it will be a 
lasting Memorial to the boys of the World War.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the Citizens of the District : 


The census of 1910 gave Hudson a population of 1344; the 
census of 1920 credited us with 1954, a gain in the ten years 
of over 45 per cent. 

The total enrollment in our schools during 1909-10 was 
245; during 1919-20 it was 343, an increase of 40 per cent. 

In the spring term of 1910, 124 pupils attended the 
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Webster school. In the spring term of 1920 the pupils at the 
Webster school (including the room in the Odd _ Fellows 
building) numbered 201, an increase of 77, or over 62 per 
cent. This increase, as you know, has been cared for, in part, 
by the use of the above mentioned room. Early during the 
present year it became necessary to engage still another teacher 
and to utilize the small room over the entrance to the Webster 
building as a recitation room. In view of the still further 
probable increase in the number of pupils, your ‘committee 
urges that steps be taken, at the coming annual meeting of 
the district, to secure suitable permanent accommodations. 
Several plans have been suggested, of which it may be well 
to mention a few. A two room addition to the Webster build- 
ing will give temporary relief and seems quite feasible from 
an architectural standpoint. A four room addition, if prac- 
tical architecturally, would seem the consistent and desirable 
thing from a scholastic standpoint, giving each grade a room 
of its own. Either of these changes, if made, would prac- 
tically necessitate the installation of a steam heating plant 
and should thus better the very unsatisfactory heating condi- 
tions which have prevailed in the Webster building since 
1904-05, when the fourth room was used for the first time. 

Other plans have been mentioned and may be presented to 
you, such as the erection of a new building at some point, and 
the purchase and remodeling of some existing structure. 
Every voter in the district will be affected by any action taken 
in this matter and should therefore make it a point io be 
present at the Annual Meeting. 

The schoolhouse on Derry Street has been remodeled in ac- 
cordance with the regulations of the state board of education 
and should these regulations remain unchanged it will be 
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incumbent upon the district to remodel one of the remaining 
small houses during the coming summer. : 

_ At the time of writing this report the finances of the State 
Board of Education and of this district, which according to 
law are administered by the state board, are in a state of 
chaos. A report dated February 2, 1921, was made by the 
State Board to the committee on education of the House of 
Representatives. This committee caused a statement embody- 
ing this report to be printed and distributed to the members 
of the house. This report shows a deficit of $246,000, con- 
sidering only the amounts allowed to the district by the state 
board. It shows a further deficit of $243,000 if the amounts 
asked by the various districts are taken into account. 

Two hundred and two districts, considered themselves to be 
entitled to a share in the state appropriation. Four districts 
were allowed the full amount asked for, one hundred and 
ninety-eight districts had their estimates cut down in whole or 
in part. Hudson was one of the one hundred and ninety-eight. 
On the day following the distribution of this report your 
school board held a meeting and secured the attendance of 
Mr. Pringle, deputy commissioner of education. Mr.. Pringle 
told us the state would bear no part of the tuition of the 
eighth grade children in the Nashua schools, sent there in ac- 
cordance with the vote of the district at its last annual meet- 
ing. The salary of the teachers of manual arts and domestic 
arts was disallowed, though the latter was allowed last year. 
Worst of all, the amount needed for the salaries of our regular 
teachers was cut several hundred dollars, though our salary 
schedule, as carefully made out, was less than the minimum 
which we were advised to offer in a circular, sent out by the 


State Board of Education last April, dealing in detail with the 
: 4 
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salaries which should be paid teachers during the present 
year. 

Our budget containing a minutely detailed estimate of the 
expenses of the district for the year 1920-21, was sent 
to the state commission months ago, but has not yet 
been returned to us. If it is returned before the Annual 
Meeting, your board proposes to appeal to the State Board 
from the decision of the commissioner of education as outlined 
to us by Mr. Pringle. 

This ruling of the State Commissioners necessitated our 
notifying the teachers of Manual Arts and Domestic Arts that 
their services would be dispensed with at the close of the 
present term, unless the district at its Annual Meeting should 
vote to raise a sum of money for the specific purpose of: re- 
taining them. 

Your school board realizes the great difficulty in adminis- 
tering the new school law and does not wish to criticise the 
administrative force too harshly, but it does believe that the 
commissioner of education should not ignore the recommenda- 
tions of the state board to the local boards, and it strenuously 
objects to the frantic effort of the state board to “pass 
the buck” to the school boards of one hundred and 
ninety-eight out of two hundred and two school dis- 
tricts affected, in the endeavor to avoid the responsibility 
for a deficit of half a million dollars! 

In compliance with Section 21 of the new school law, the

} REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Hudson, 
Gentlemen: 


Herewith I submit my second annual report as superintend- 
ent of your schools, to which I have attached an extract from 
the general statistics for the school year ending August 31, 
1920. 

A whole school year has now elapsed and we are well 
advanced on the second year of the administration of the 
schools under the supervision of the state board of education. 
Permit me at this time to call your attention to a few points 
in the working of the new plan relative to the financing of 
our public schools in this union. 

Fortunately for many of the towns in the state, the statute 
under which we are working went into effect at just the time 


when the cost of maintaining schools had advanced in a 
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measure commensurate with the rise in the maintenance of 
all other activities whether public or private. Teachers’ con- 
tracts for service being for long terms had naturally not 
been affected by the general rise in wages to the same degree 
as had the renumeration for other kinds of public service. As 
books are manufactured in large quantities for future sales, 
the price of this school necessity did not advance until long 
after the rise in general commodities. The cost of all general 
supplies and ordinary repairs have been on a level with war 
prices. Upon districts paying tuitions to other school dis- 
tricts there has been an additional charge of from 33 per 
cent up. It naturally follows that the cost of schools at the 
present time is higher than it has ever been before. Though 
there does not seem to be any immediate prospect of any 
chance of cutting to any great extent the cost of maintaining 
schools of equal efficiency, there is also the probability that 
the per capita cost of maintainenance need not be increased 
in the near future. 

Under the provisions of both the old and the new law, the 
state board distributed funds to the towns of this union to 
equalize the burden of maintaining public schools for the 
school year of 1919-20, as follows: Hudson, $3,188.79; Pel- 
ham, $897.78; Hollis, $566.47; Merrimack and _ Litchfield, 
nothing. For the same purpose, the state board proposes to 
distribute funds for the present school year as follows: Hud- 
son, $7,586.45; Pelham, $4,314.01; Hollis, $2,036.82; Merri- 
mack, $2,143.23; and Litchfield, nothing. These towns paid 
this last year in state taxes for all school purposes, includ- 
ing the funds from which the superintendent is paid, as fol- 
lows: Hudson, $1,960.36; Pelham, $1,112.48; Hollis, 
$1,220.03; Merrimack, $1,971.54; Litchfield, $506.37, 
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Without regard to the merits of the law, such has been 
the operation of the statute in this union. The effect on the 
tax rate in some of these towns of a reversion to the pro- 
visions of the old law would seem to be evident. 

I have caused to be given in the schools in all grades 
above the second, in the months of October and February, 
standardized tests as follows: The Adams test in reading, 
scoring for both speed and comprehension; the Ayers test in 
handwriting, marking both speed and legibility; the Ayer 
test in spelling; and the Harvard-Newton test in composition. 
The markings have been carefully recorded and will be pre- 
served for comparison with the results of the same or similar 
tests given in May of this year. These tests have been care- 
fully prepared by educators of known ability. The explicit 
directions for giving and scoring have largely eliminated the 
personal equation in marking. The standardizing of these 
tests makes them a basis for comparison with other school 
systems. They will reveal the standing of the various classes 
of our schools as compared with similar classes throughout 
the country, and will offer a basis for individual promotion. 
These tests have also proved valuable in revealing weak 
points where emphasis in drill or greater care in presenta- 
tion is needed. An exhaustive study of the results of these 
tests at the close of the year will prove both interesting and 
of great help in planning the work of the next year. 

The housing of your school children at Hudson Bridge 
should receive the immediate attention of the district. There 
is now an urgent demand for one more room beside the one 
rented in the Odd Fellows building. But a slight increase in 
grades V and VI will necessitate a division in that room. This 
emergency is liable to happen by September next and in all 
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probability will take place within a year or two. In fact, 
at the rate which Hudson is growing, it will be a matter of 
but a few years, perhaps not more than one or two, before 
eight rooms will be required to house the school children at 
the Bridge. This demand for increased housing facilities 
coming at a time when the expense of maintaining schools is 
so high creates a real burden for the school district of Hud- 
son. While it is altogether probable that the state will con- 
tinue in the future to aid towns financially situated as is Hud- 
son in the matter of maintaining its schools, it has never 
assisted in furnishing the school plant beyond a limited 
amount for equipment. This burden will have to be borne by 
Hudson alone and requires both intelligence and foresight 
for an economical solution of the problems involved. 

The report of your school nurse shows as follows. Number 
of pupils examined 307, defective vision 13, pediculosis 14, 
defective teeth 132, hypertrophied tonsils 87, unvaccinated 
without proper excuse 34. Number of cases treated since the 
last examination, defective vision 9, defective teeth 45, hyper: 
trophied tonsils 25, adenoids, 9. The report of 88 cases 
treated since last year is indeed an excellent showing and re- 
flects credit upon our nurse and the community. Disregard- 
ing vaccination and pediculosis there still remain 228 cases 
of remendiable defects, which indicates that there is still much 
work in this line to be done. It is also doubtless true with 
us as has been found true elsewhere that a large per cent of 
the pupils are suffering from malnutrition. I believe it would 
be especially creditable for Hudson if it could be one of the 
pioneer communities to give attention to this matter, for I 
feel that the American carelessness or indifferenc in the mat- 
ter of the physical welfare of the children is one of the 
greatest crimes of modern civilization. 
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With an expression of appreciation of the consideration 
and co-operation of the board and of the loyalty of the teach- 
ing force, this report is respectfully submitted.
